Reviewing the mi activities of 
the nation @ince 1776, retary Ba- 


ker @ays that although the Uhited 
Mtates Was “the most peace-loving 
of all nations” it had been engaged 
in major Gomeatic of foreign wars 
about one Out Of every four years 
during that period, and that the mil- 
itary power of the cottintry had been 
in @etive use.in war or military op- 
erations of some kind about three out 
ef every four years. 
“It is apparent, therefore, that 
while We de not need « great standing 
army, We mist live in the world as it 
is while we gle to make it what 
it should bé,.” Mr. Baker says. “We 
must have a body of trained men 
large enough in numbers to bé ah 
effective working model upon which 
great armies can be swiftly built in 
event of emergency. 
“A jubstice-loving people may be 
by tragic necessity te resort to 
war, but ft has no right to ask its

INFANTRY THE BACKBONE. 

In studying the lessons of the 
World War the War Department had 
proteeded on the accepted theory 
that the infantry remaified the back- 
bone of the army, the report said, 
although the importance of other 
afms of the service had been greatly 
inereased by the ewift developments 
of war. 

“Profound and fundamental 
changes in afmament were intro- 
duced and many of the instrumental- 
ities devised are apparently only at 
the beginning of their development,

FPUBLICAN TAX PROGRAM. 

Prominent among the pledges in the 
Republican platform this year is a declara- 
tion for a “revision of war-imposed taxes 
unsuited to peace-time economy.” In sev- 
eral of his campaign addresses Senator 
Harding asserted that he would advocate a 
répeal of the present excess-profits tax and 
would attempt to make the general tax bur- 
den of the country less onerous. 

To repeal the excess-profits tax is sim- 
ple; but it is not so simple to evolve a form 
of taxation to take its place.. There is a 
general disposition to accept that treasury 
estimate of $4,000,000,000 to be raised an- 
nually by taxes as fairly accurate. Demo- 
crats are advising that the excess-profits 
tax be replaced with a graduated income 
tax that will lower the exemption limit and 
increase the rates for the lesser incomes. 
Coming from such a source, however, this 
sugcestion will naturally be viewed with 
suspicion. There is a good political reason 
back of the Democratic party policy of rais- 
ing the major amount of the Federal reve- 
fue through imposition of a graduated in- 
Come tax. Under thaf form of taxation 
about 4,000,000 citizens of the United States 
would pay the hulk of the Federal taxes 


and more than 100,000,000 would go tax free. 
The protests of the 4,000,000 would fall but 


lightly on the ears of the 100,000,000. For 
the average citizen is not greatly concerned 
when informed that sOmeone else is pay- 
ing taxes which he ought to pay. Astute 
Democratic politicians figured that there 
would not be a great opposition to a cer- 
tain degree of governmental extravagance 
if it was made plain to the people as a 
whole that 4 per cent of the population was 
paying the greater part of the cost of gov- 
ernment. 

The experience of the last two years has 
proved, however, that the payers of income 
taxes have a habit of adding that tax to 
the cost of the service from which the in- 


come is derived, and that the ultimate con- — 
sumer finds both the excess-profits tax and > 


the income tax added to the price of things. 
A point was reached where the Democratic 
politicians could not fool all the people all 
the time; and that goes towards | 
ing why even the id Fouth could 
held in line for Cox and Roosevelt. 

Brt it is one thing to criticise and an- 
other thing to remedy. The repeal of the 
excess-profits tax was advocated by both 
Cox and Harding; so it is likely to meet 
little opposition in the next Congress. But 
a vast amount of conversation will be in- 
dulged in before a substitute tax is found 
that will meet popular acqviescence. Popu- 
lar approval for any tax scheme is hopeless. 
Paying taxes fs like taking castor oil. The 
fact that it is necessary does not make it 
any more pleasant. 

Many economists are advocating the sub- 
stitution of a general sales tax. The French 
have been taxing what is known as “busi- 
ness turnover” for a couple of years and it 
is now reported to be working in a fairly 
satisfactory manner. The: sales tax will 
tring to the French Federal treasury about 
5,000,000,000 franca this year. As far as the 
ultimate consumer is concerned it would 
extend the present amusement and luxury 
tax to include practically everything pur- 
chased, whether it be a loaf of bread or a 
rope of pearls. 

During the closing years of the Civil War 
and for a short period thereafter a sales 
tax was imposed. It proved no more Un- 
popular than other forms of taxation. A 
sales tax of 1 per cent is now imposed in 
the Philippines. It ylelded last year $7,000,- 
000 on turnovers. If the tax increased in 
equal ratio with the difference in the vol- 
ume of trade it would yield at least $2,000,- 
000,000 a year in continental United States. 

In a recent address before the Board of 
Trade of New York Martin R. Bourne, vice- 
president of the Manila Trading Company, 
said this tax was collected in the Philip- 
pines “without a hitch or murmur.” He is 
quoted in the New York Times as saying 
further: 

The Philippines tax rests primarily 
,on the merchant's sales of commodi- 
ties. It includes a supplementary 
equivalent tax on common carriers and 
provides an exemption for farmers, but 
substantially it is a merchants’ tax. 
Probably the greatest single advantage 
from the merchant’s viewpoint is its 
certainty and simplicity. It involves 
no guesswork. He does not have to 
hgure in gradvated profits percentages 
to know what amount of price-loading 
is necessary to cover the tax. He does 
not have to wait a year to know the 
amount of his tax. At the close of the 
business day we know the amount of 
our tax for the day's business. We pay 

 $t quarterly. We also feel that we are 
mere collectors.

This tax is tremendously popular 
with all and, so far as I have heard, 
has never been criticised either by mer- 
chant or by the consumer. One never 
hears of any effort at evasion.

LATEST MENTAL FAD 
Recent dispatches in The Times have 
told of the spread of interest in psycho 
analysis in London, where many people, 
particularly women, haye placed themselves 
under treatment for mental] bealth. 
As a matter of fact, this new interest in 


psychoanalysis is by nO means confined to 


London, but is prevalent throughout the 
United States. It is right here in Los An- 
geles, too. 

Psychoanalysis, indeed, ‘threatéhs to 
rival itvtalism in public interest. Many 
citizens betieve it is infinitely more fm- 
portant in the practice of life. 

Spiritualism deals with “life 
death.” Psychoanalysis has to do with the 
present life, and in its more worthy forms 
tries to purge life of much of ‘ts spiritual 
obstruction. 

Psychoanalysis, however, is not a thing 
to tamper with lightly. . 

One prominent American physician, Dr. 
rrederick Peterson, recently said that if 
he did not believe psychoanalysis was des- 
tined to be short-lived, he would advocate 


a law to prev@nt its emplo;ment in the 


treatment of young people. .- 

On the other hand, Dr. Hali, until re- 
cently the president of Clark University, 
sets a high value on psychoanalysis, and 
finds it attracting attention from students 
of literature, history, biography, sociology, 
and religion. 

There is no doubt about its prevalence 
fm modern literature. It forms the back- 
ground of much of the serious, if often un- 
pleasant, novel writing of the present age. 

The chief exponent of psychoanalysis is 
Dr. Sigmund Freud of Vienna. 

Discovery and emphasis of the “subcon- 
scious” is the cardinal point of the system, 
and Freud himself ranks it in importance 
with the revelations of Copernicus and 
Darwin. 

“We were compelled,” he says, “to dis- 
turb by this science the peace of the 
world.” This new faith asserts that it is 
as impossible to annibilate an impulse or 
a desire as to annihilate matter or pbysi- 
cal energy, and that any attempt to do so 
amounts merely to a suppression of the 
impulse, which goes on manifesting itself 
with equal strength in some disguised form. 

An important instrument used by psycho. 
analysis for probing the subsoonsc'ous 
mind isthe interpretation of dreams. 
Freud says they are really the expression 
of personal desires which have been rele- 
gated, for considerations of propriety, 
morality or fear, to the subconscious life. 


They assume for masks any image from the 


outside world which may happen to be in 
the mind of the dreamer. It is the business 
of the psychoanalyst to get behind these 
masks. 


He discovers that some desire which has 
been thwarted, which the individual has 
done his best to destroy and forget, has 
been actually only shifted to the subcon- 
scious mind, from which it manifests and 
satisfies itself by some idea which seems 
absurd. 

When the psychoanalyst has found out 
what is really behind the symptoms, he sim 
ply states it to the patient, and the emv- 
tional knot unties itself—that is, if the 
patient has followed sympethetically and 
comprehendingly the steps of the unraveling 

Freud.lays special and peculiar emphasis 
in all his work on the sexual motive, claim 
ing for it the most extraordinary rami- 
fications. 

Dr. Peterson, in his indictment of the 
whole system, remarks on this caim that 


all the arts, and in fact all our civilization, | 


had its origin in one drive, the sublimation 
of the sexual. Dr. Peterson reminds his

readers that, in Rabelais’s writings, it was 
claimed that all the arts, powers and accom 
plishments of civilization were the sublime 
tion of the desire of the stomach. 

One theory, according to Dr. Peterson, is 
as good as the other. if one reads the 
analyses made by the “doctors” of psy. 
choanalysis, one will find a complete reve- 
lation there of the type of mind of the 
analyst himself, his intelligence, his logic, 
his symbolism, his character. One will 
learn much more of him than of the unfor- 
tunate patieut the analyst vbinks he is 
studying. 


ITY'S ACTIVITIES INTENSIFIED. 

Los Angeles is growing even faster 
than surface indications show. The city 
is not only expanding in obvious ways, but 
its activities have become more intense.

Plans for development of public utilities 
must provide for intenstfied demand as well 
as for extension of service. Records for 
the past few weeks show that the con- 
sumption of electric energy, gas and water 
has increased in households generally. Me- 
ter readings indicate that more people are_ 
living in dwelling houses, apaitments and 
hotels than ever before. The use of elec- 
tricity has almost doubled in many houses 


and the use of water and ges increased. 


In spite of extra cars on both the Pacific 
Electric and Los Angeles Railway Company 
lines the traffic has become more congested 
and the number of straphangers wovld ap- 
pear to be growing, Traffic on the streets 
is handled with increasing difficulty be- 
cause there are so Many more people. 
Scores of industria] plants have been en- 
larged to provide facilities for more work- 
ers and heavier shipments. : 

Los Angeles is reaching out for more 
trade and is getting it. The wholesalers 
and jobbers are sending goods farther 
afield. Los Angeles ships speed along the 
great sea lanes in increasing numbers and 
our foreign trade is expanding substanttial- 
ly. This expansion of trade in widening 
circles intensifies the local business activi- 
ties. Just as a whirlpool is violent in its — 
movement at its center in proportion to its 
area, so is the business life of Los Angeles 
intensified as its trade relations are ex- 


tended. 


People have been coming to Los Angeles 
in such great numbers in the past few 
months that the official census figures of 
1920 have become inadequate and. out of 
date. During the first ten and a half 


. months of this year a total of 22,446 build- 


ing permits were issued for structures of 
an aggregate value of $52,660,763. The 


dweiling-house permits numbered 8171 of a 


total value of $25,382,392. 

This era of building breaks all records 
for Los Angeles and indicates one of the 
greatest periods of growth ever experienced 
by an American city. The new houses pro 
vide housing accommodation for 60,000 or 
Dwelling houses, apartment: 
houses and hotels built prior to 1920 are 


holding more people than normally. The 


meter readings of public utility corpore- 


tions and of the city can be taken as proof 


of this. Yet the demand for accommoda- 
tions shows no sign of diminishing and the 
house shortage continues to bs acute. City 
Brilding Inspector Backus expresses the 
opinion that building activity must con- 
tinue at the present rate for at least a 


year and a half more to provide for the 


normal increase and overcome the present 
shortage of houses. 

The many striking advantages possessed 
by Los Angeles are telling heavily. The 
influx of people and the widening of busi- 
ness activities are following the natural 


course. Ther@ are sound reasons for the 


impetus. The Pacific Coast, with its vast 


natural riches and its trade opportunities, 


will logically develop rapidly and steadily. 
It is inevitable that some city of the crea‘ 
western coast region will become a mighty 
metropolis. Los Angeles has the advantage 
of strategic location, pre-eminence in popu- 
lation and activity, abundant water and 
power and a fair field for free workers.

Oil Compauy in applying to the Mex- 
ican government for a concession to 
lay an ofl pipe line across the Isth-~ 
mus of Tehuantepec, from the At- 
lantic terminal of Puerto Mexico, to 
the Pacific termina! of Salina Cruz. 
The distance is 190 miles by the route 
of the National Tehuantepec Kail- 
road, which right of.-way would prob- 
ably be followed should the applica- 
tion be granted by the government. 
It was not until after the United 
States Shipping Beard, through a 
company formed for that purpose, 
applied recently for this privilege 
that the Mexican Aguila (Eagle) Of! 
Company sought a similar right to 
Pipe oil across the isthmus. The lat- 
ter.company was formerly controlled 
by British interests, headed by Lord 
Cowdray. Its stock is now largely 
by the Reyal Dutch-Shell, 
which also operates in the Tampico 
oll fields under the name of the Co- 
rona Oi] <ompany.

Lord Cewdray and associates were 
the pio r developers of oil in Mex- 
ico, their initial operations being in 
the State of Tabasco, close to the line 
‘lef the National Tehuantepec Rail- 
road. They drilled a number of shal- 
low wells and built a refinery at 
Minatitian, near Puerto Mexico, 
which plant is in regular operation. 
Olt tn small quantities ts still being 
obtained in the Tabasco fields, but 
most of thé crude product for the 
refinery comes from the wells of the 
Mexican, Aguila (Eagle) Com- 
pany in the Tampico region. It has 
been reported from time to time that 


campaign of deep-well drilling upon 


its landed holdings upon the Isthmus 


of Aehuantepec in the hope of ob- 


tal oll In larger quantities than is 


now had.

It is approximately thirty- 
five miles from any producing well, 
while Bakersfield is almost. sixty 
miles northwest of the scene of op- 
erations.

RATES FOR | 
UTILITIES | 
KEPT FAIR. 


Regulation Held Them Not 
Far from Prewar Prices, 


Commission Declares. 


Pointing out that the prices of 
commodities sold by public utill- 
ties are closer to prewar prices 
than those of any other commodity, 
the State Railroad Commission in 
its annual report to Gov. Stephens 
says that regulation proved the 
saving factor. The commission's re- 
port says that constantly increas- 
ing operating costs stripped many 
of.the utilities of all semblance of 
financial profit and forced them to 
appeal for financial relief. Against 
commodity price increases ranging 
from 100 to 6000, utility rates were 
kept “‘well within the term reason- 
able.” Gas and electric rates were 
advanced, the commission reports, | 
on an average not more than 40 
per cent.; water utilities about 20 
per cent and Sohegnone 9 per cent. 

“There have exceptional 
cases,”” says the commission, “where 
abnormally low, service-deatroying, 
unprofitabie rates prevailed and the 
commission found it necessary to 
bring them up to a reasonable stand- 
ard, that this perce e of increase 
was topped, but on the whole the 
increases allowed, in the face of 
unregulated price fixing of mate- 
rials, etc., stand as fair." 

The new rates, declares the com- 
mission, were designed to meet in- 
creased operating costs and not add 

the company’s return on their 
investments. 


OIL STREAK FOUND.

“THE GREAT LOVER.” 


| TEMPESTS OF TEMPERAMENT 
ENLIVEN FEATURE.

After having blown a Pleasant 
little gale across the speaking stage 
for seasons enough to make dramatic 
history, the tempests of  tempera- 
ment, as Aeolused in Leo Ditrich- 
stein’s and the Hattons’ play, 
Great Lover,” are at last breezing | 
their way over the screen at the 
California this week. It takes quite 
a while for some footlight attrac- 
tions to reach the bi-dimensional, 
but when they do, they're generally 
better for having waited.

APPEALING PROGRAM, 
By Jeanne Redman. 

A large audience attended the sec- 
ond popular concert at the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra yesterday afternoo 
at the Auditorium. The program was 
light and true to its name, appealing 
to the public with its simplicity. 

The dashing Coronation March 
from Meyerbeer's “Prophet” opened, 
and was followed by the Alsatian 
Scenes of Massenet, which Rothwell 
interpreted withthe dramatic inter- 
est strongly accentuated. “Under the 
Lindens,” the third number of the 
suite, was repeated. The ‘cello solos 
by Bronson, and the clarinet by Per- 
rier, were accorded much applauee. 
Fan Lott, soprano, who sang 


with the Oratorio Society last sea- 


acn, was the soloist. She gave the 
“Divinities” from Gluck'’s “Alceste”’ 
and the famous “Vissi d’Arte”’ from
